The first and second squadrons, organs 
ized while the regiment was still at‘Leaven- 
worth, soon took the field to guard the con- 
struction of the Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
The regimental colors first came under fire 
August 2, 1867, near the Saline River when 
Co. F, patrolling the railroad, encountered 
some 300 Indians. The two officers and 34 
men were forced to retire after six hours 
in spite of the heavy losses inflicted upon 
the Indians. The company commander 
was wounded, a sergeant was killed. 

In the-same vicinity on August 21 this 
company, reinforced by 90 men of 
the 18th Kansas Volunteers, engaged about 
1,000 redmen attacking a wagon train, 
This fight lasted all afternoon with come- 
paratively severe losses on both sides. 

After the middle of August, 1868, the 
regiment was seattered through Kunsas 
and Oklahoma protecting the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad and advanced settlements. 
In the winter of this year the troops joined 
General Sheridan's campaign against the 
Cheyennes of Black Kettie. This cam- 
paign with its kindred winter hardships 
thoroughly tested the mettle of the new 
regiment. On one march in particular the 
troops encountered a severe blizzard and 
lost over a hundred horses from starvation 
and exposure.

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& AGE-OLD struggle between Church and State in Mexico now holds that country 
in its grip and has caused the editorial eye of the United States to shift from the 
political financial entanglements of Europe to the nation situated on our berders. 

The duel between these two mighty forces reaches back many years in the history 
of Mexico. In 1859 a provision was incorporated into the constitution of that ¢untry 
separating the Church from the State. President Calles maintains that he was simply 
carrying out the provisions of the constitution when he issued a deeree last February 
@eclaring the nationalization of all chureh properties and the arrest and deportation of 
all nennative priests. In retaliation the Roman Catholic Church authorities, with the 
sanction of Pope Pius, ordered the withdrawal of all priests and the suspension of all 
religious services on and after August 1. 

The situation, it is editorially recognized holds grave and far-reaching potentialities, 
for translated into present day modernism it is regarded in some quarters as involving 
not only free government and freedom of religious beliefs, but economics and politics 
as well. 

Despite disinclination and precaution it is apprehended by some editors that the 
United States may be forced to play a role in this drama that is now unfolding at eur 
door. An embargo against the shipment of American arms to Mexico was inaugurated 
during the Obregon regime. We had begun to lift that embargo until the outbreak 
of this new situation which caused President Coolidge to announce that the old policy 
was still in effect. 

President Calles in an interview given to the New York Times says in part: 

“It is completely false that any disposition of the Federal Government, let us not 
say hinders, but even limits, religious preaching within the churches or the places 
destimed for worship, and as to the administration of ine sacraments, there is no disposi- 
tion: which impedes or makes difficult their administration within or without the churches. 

“Om the other hand, abandoning their only field of action, the conseience of the 
Catholics, they try to invade and do invade the spheres of politics and government and 
prevoke movements of disorder and incite secretly and openly to rebellion.” 

L. (. Speers in a special article in the same paper, writing on the situation says: 

“ “Therefore,” say the Archbishops and Bishops in their pastorals to the Catholics, 
‘confronting the impossibility of practicing our sacred ministry under the conditions im- 
posed. by this decree, and after having consulted the most Holy Father, his Holiness 
the Pope, and with his ratification, we order that after July 31, until we order otherwise, 
all religious services requiring the intervention of priests shall be suspended in all 
ehurehes of the country.’ 

“The effect of this pastoral on the Mexican people has resulted in one of the most 
remarkable. demonstrations in church history. In Mexico City alone within the last 
two. weeks more than $0,000 children have been baptized, while in every city and village 
the: people have flocked from far and near, kneeling in prayer before the altars and 
receiving: the. consolation of the padres in the few days that remained before the order 
of the Bishops became effective.” 

The fellowing paragraphs are taken from an Associated Press dispatch which gives 
a pictore of scenes occurring in Mexico on the eve of the closing of the churches for 
puobtic worship: 

“Mexico presented aguin today a picture perhaps unprecedented since the Middle 
Ares; of vast assemblages throughout the entire nation, meved in unison by extreme 
emotion 

“From wretched hovels and the sumptuous residences of grandees the faithful of the 
atholic Church swept in countless multitudes to their places of wership, beseeching the 
Divine Authority to come to the relief of the faith they believe to be endangered.” 

The Protestant Missions established in Mexico come under the government's ban as 
well as the Catholic Church and this fact has called forth a statement from the Living 
Church, a national publication of the Episcopal Church in this country ,which contains 
a plex for al) Protestants in the United States to pray with Catholics for “the persecuted 
chuveh in Mexico.” It goes on to say that the suspension of publie services by the 
€utholic Church in Mexico, “may, very likely, be followed by likt action on our part.” 

The New York Times (Democratic) speaking editorially says: 

“The. Church is entitled to remonstrate against what it believes to be persecution.” 

It says further, in regard to our position: 

“Whatever may be the personal convictions or sympathies of the President and the 
Secretary of State, they cannot intervene in a trouble internal to Mexieo, so long as eur 
treaty rights are preserved and there is no discrimination against Americans living 
under Mexican jurisdiction.” 


Church and the radieal reform parties and their endeavers to checkmate each other, 
by saying: 

“A struggle of major proportions has presumably begun in Mexico. Its issues do 
net cencern Americans politically, though it is bound te stir their sympathies. Politi- 
cally there is no issue here which calls upen the Government of the United States to 
take a hand. The issues upon which the American Gevernment and the Mexican 
Government were at odds some months ago have been disposed of. The present con- 
troversy is domestic. It was made in Mexico, belongs to Mexico, and by Mexicans 
themselves it must be settled.” 

The Richmond Times Dispatch (Democratic) holds that if it is true that the Catholic 
Church was becoming a powerful factor in that country, the Government is justified 
in trying to prevent itself from coming under the domination of the clergy. It alse 
believes Mexico “is on solid ground, too, when it forbids the impartation of religious 
instruction in any of its schools.” It further said: 

“No matter how great the fortune composed by church property may have. been, 
the course of the Mexican Government in seizing that property has been, and is, contrary 
to the prime rules of justice as we Anglo-Saxons understand justice. The Government's 
policy of forbidding the service of priests of other nations finds arguments both fer 
and against. If patriotism is in question, really in question, the Government of Mexico 
is not to be condemned for inhibiting the minsitrations of clergymen from elsewhere 
than in Mexico. 

“Calles and the rest of them may talk economies and politics to their heart's content; 
but if they try to dislodge religion they are defeated and lost.” 

The Buffalo Evening News (Independent) writes: 

“If liberalism in religion er politics is to be defined as a tolerant attitude toward 
the epinions of others, every person of liberal mind must be appalled at the situatien 
which has arisen in Mexico. 

“It resembles more closely the antireligious policy of the Bolsheviki of Russia than 
any course which can be recognized as coming within the principles of freedom of 
worship.” 

The Pittsburgh Gazette Times (Independent) in commenting on the long and bitter 
fight between the Catholic Church and the Mexican Federal Government which has 
culminated in the present situation also notes traces of the Bolshevistic virus of anti- 
religion. 

“As the Russian Bolsheviki discovered, so the groups now controlling in Mexice 
will find that it is impessible to extirpate the religion of a people. Mexico, to be sure, 
has net gone so far as the Russians did. Its authorities declare they are not oppesed 
to religion, whereas the usurpers at Moscew proclaimed religion a narcotic that must 
be stamped out before social, political and economic progress could be made.” 

The St. Leuis Globe Democrat (Independent) states that Mexieo is attempting te 
bring about the extermination of the Christian religion by consitutional means as effec- 
tively as the Soviet Government in Russia attempted to do so by decrees and physical 
suppression. It adds: 

“The exercise of religion being essential to the happiness and well being of any 
people, the Mexican policy cannot fail to result in grave disorders and great disasters 
to Mexico. The freedom of religion is the indispensable foundation to free gevern- 
ment anywhere and Mexico, it seems, is endeavoring not only te destroy that freedern 
but to abolish religion itself.” 

The Boston Transcript (Independent) in an editorial entitled “‘The Strange Situatien 
in Mexice”™ says that the course of the Catholic Church in withdrawing its priests and 
suspending religious services is a “strike’’ against the eppressive law promulgated by 
the present Federal Government. It also has this to say im regard to our nationals liv- 
ing in Mexico: 

“Under all American concepts of the function of the State with respect to religion, 
the Mexican President's decree is clearly oppressive. In so far as it interferes with the 
civic rights of citizens of the United States, domiciled in Mexico, it presents grave ques- 
tion for the determination of our Government. These rights are established and regu- 
lated by treaties and other agreements between the two Government, and are not sub 
ject to decrees of the Mexican executive alone.” 

The Trenton State Gazette (Democratic) recalling that religion has always thriven 
on persecution says: 

“History offers testimony to sustain the confidence of the clergy and those elements 
of the Mexican people who are opposing the operation of the policies of the Calles 
Government. In the past persecution has purged and strengthened and sustained 
religion, rather than weakened it. Even new there is evidence that such an effort will 
be produced in Mexice.”

“The method set forth in No. 1, namely, 
maintaining the present size of individual 
units and reducing the number of units, 
offers a basis for discussion as it admits 
of definite physical measurement by 
which to make comparison of relative 
naval] strength. This method is considered 
preferable by the American delegation for 
the reason that it does not entail a less 
efficient under-water and anti-air attack 
deck protection than exists in the present 
size. 

Opposes No. 2 Method. 

“The method set forth in No. 2, namely, 
reducing the size of individual units in 
replacements and maintaining the num- 
bers of units, likewise admits of definite 
physical measurement, and to that extent 
may constitute a basis of comparison of 
naval strength. While reducing the size 
of units in replacements and retaining the 
numbers will reduce the cost ef such re- 
placements and incidentally the mainte- 
nance to some extent, there are objections 
to such a method. Reduction in size tends 
to reduction in the efficiency of defense 
against air and wnder-water attack. It 
also reduces the sea endurance, and, there- 
fore, the ability to operate im areas dis 
tapt from heme bases ~where eperations 





puts off expenditures, and in the long run 
does not reduce. This methed has a ¢dis- 
advantage from. an internal, econemicad 
standpoint in that it tends to disrupt ship- 
building imdustries and break up organi- 
zations devoted to this art. 

“The method set forth in No. 5. of re 
ducing the caliber of major battery guns, 
merely reduces the expenditure for offen- 
sive ordnance material but has no other 
effect on general reduction. 

“While the reduction of expenditures fer 
national defense purposes is highly desir- 
able, it should be constantly borne in mind 
that a comparison of expenditures between 
different countries for such purposes does 
not form a true basis for comparisen of 
national armaments.”

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Comptroller General Opposes 
Navy Pay Amendment 
HE COMPTROLLER GENERAL has 
informed the Secretary of the Navy 
that a proposed change in instructions to 
carry out the provisions of the 1922 Pay 
Act to enable retired Navy officers above 
the rank of captain to receive the pay of 


‘a lieutenant commander while on active 


@uty, if it is greater than their retired 
pay, is opposed by his office. 

The ruling of the comptroller, after re- 
ferring extensively to adverse decisions in 
the case of Rear Admr. Hugh Rodman, 
U. S. N., which denied him the active duty 
pay and allowances of a lieutenant com- 
mander, concluded as follows: 

The reasoning in the decision of August 
9, 1924, was referred to in the decision of 
May |, 1925, which denied the claim then 
considered on sound grounds, but more 
properly should have denied the claim on 
the ground that officers above the grade 
of captain were never included within the 
pay provisions of the 1912 act and that 
officers above the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander were never included in the act of 
August 29, 1916, although it was the prac- 
tice «not questioned by the accounting 
Officers) to pay retired officers of the grade 
of commander and captain on active duty 
the active duty pay and allowances of a 
eutenant commander. That no other 
than their retired pay was authorized for 
officers above the grade of captain was the 
view of the department when submitting 
Section H of the instructions. * * * 
The provisions of the act of August 29, 
3916, were specifically repealed as to all 
officers coming within its terms, either 
properly or under the practice followed, 
by the provisions of Section |7 of the act 
of June 10, 1922, which authorizes full 


pay and allowances to retired officers be- 


low the grade of commodore when on 


active duty As officers of the grade of 


Commodore, and above, were never within 


the act they can not be brought within 
it after its repeal because of changes in 
the pay seale effective with the repeal of 
the law.

PROMOTION OF QUARTERMASTER N. C. 0. 
MPYHERE HAS been a good deal of discussion lately among Q. M. C. noncé issi d 
officers in the three higher grades as to a possible readjustment of the present

A bill in Congress placing certain retired noncommissioned officers, such as Post 
Ordnance Sergeants, Post Quartermaster Sergeants and others in the first grade, does 
not affect noncommissioned officers on the active list who held similar grades. As a 
result, a number of suggestions have been advanced to correct what some old-timers 
term ‘the injustice of the present Q. M. C. noncom. promotion list.” 


One suggestion, which has been advanced, but has not. met with favor in the War 
Department, is that men of the former Post Non-commissioned Staff who are how 
Technical Sergeants be placed on a separate list for promotion to the grade of Master 
Sergeant. The main objection to this, the Quartermaster Genera) stated some time ago, 
is that it would shut off promotion for several years and would demoralize the other 
men in that grade: ; 

Another suggestion, which is receiving consideration, is the limitation of examina- 
tions to men of the next lower grade. Some noncommissioned officers believe that even 
greater curtailment should be made, and the examinations for promotion limited ‘to the 
grade of Staff Sergeant. These noncoms feel that promotions to the two higher grades 
should then be made by seniority only, with the staff sergeants placed in a single list. 
To prevent any deterioration or incompetency, the advocates of this policy favor the us@ 
of “Efficiency Reports” for weeding out as in the case of commissioned officers.

Such a type of ammunition has been pro- 
duced by inserting a chemical composition 
in the base of the bullets which would 
ignite as the bullet left the muzzle, and 
produce a light that the gunner could 
watch during its flight.

Of the colors produced it has been found 
that red is the most satisfactory as it does 
not blend with the sky colors and there 
fore gives a more clearly defined 
This color has been adopted as standard 
The new bullet gives a trace of approxi- 
mately 1,200 yards.

THE VOICES FROM WILLIAMSTOWN. 


Well, we read the daily papers and see that we have Williamstown with us again. 
From that center of learning, excerpts of speeches are being distributed, principally by 
the Press Associations, and wide publicity is being obtained for the views of those, 
foreigners as well as Americans, who want the United States to inject itself into the 
political affairs of Europe, and to disarm. We find the Senate’s reservations to the 
World Court Treaty descrived as exceedingly objectionable, Filipinos broadcasting their 
demands for independence and their resentment at the American administration of 
Governor General Wood, and pleas being offered for disarmament, at the expense, of 
course, of the United States. Before the round table is stored for another year, we will 
learn a great deal about the duty of the United States with reference to the cancellation 
of the European debts. 

This is a country of free speech and the guests of the Institute at Williamstown are 
at liberty to say what they please. Such being their privilege, we have no quarrel 
with the way they make use of it. That they realize they have an opportunity for 
advantageous propaganda, is only a tribute to their intelligence. That they should be 
handed this opportunity on a silver platter must cause them to have an intimate 
acquaintance with the American slang-words, “boob” and “easy mark.” 


Now we respectfully submit it would be a good idea to have an annual conference 
where the American point of view would be presented. There are many things which 
could be incorporated in a program of this kind. For example, we could have interest- 
ing discussions of the value of national defense, the importance of an adequate Army 
and an adequate Navy, the reasons for such basic foreign policies as we have, the pro- 
tection of our interests in the Pacific and the Far East, the development of our foreign 
trade, and the present and future status of our agricultural and other internal problems, 
ete, And we could make arrangements to distribute these data among the several 
States and get some publicity abroad. 


Of course, it will be said that Williamstown is an open forum, and that Americans 
are presenting and will present their views there. But what we want is the truth 
about and fer America und American interests, and if we get that unconfused with 
foreign propaganda we believe the United States will be advantaged. Isn't it possible 
for Williamstown to establish a policy of “America first,” or for some other college to 


adopt it? 





FOCH PREDICTS ANOTHER WORLD WAR. 


What did Marshal Foch mean when, in a recent speech, he expressed the opinion 
that war “may come at any time, unexpectedly from any quarter’? We prefer to 
think that he was speaking in generalities, and that he was merely repeating what we 
all know, that war is a sword constantly quivering over the head of humanity. But 
Marshal Foch, besides the general statement quoted, went farther, and said the war he 
had in mind may involve the whole world, and he predicted it would be of a character 
more terrible and more deadly than that which was fought to a conclusion on the soil 
of northern France. 


Could Marshal Foch have as the background of his view knowledge of the struggles 
now in progress in Europe, the rise of dictators, who, to hold their power, must engage 
in foreign adventure, the unsatisfactory distribution of territory at Versailles, the 
continued strife in the Balkans, the preblems which the civil war in China are pro- 
ducing, and even the hatred of the United States, which the debt due us has helped to 
create? Maybe. But in any case a man who fought through a titanic war and ended 
as the leader of the great armies which won victory, has stated that the signal for 
another World War may be sounded at any time. -Coming from such a source, his 
words have weight and cannot be disregarded lightly. 


Neither the American Army nor the American Navy wants war. That is a truism 
which it would be well for pacifists to understand. They want the country so well 
prepared that no nation nor group of nations would dare to attack us, They want 
the country so well prepared that if we are attacked we will be able to defend our 
territory and our interests. No more is required and, surely, provision for less would be 
a crime. 





FOR THE DEFENSE OF PANAMA. 


A new treaty has been signed with the Republic of Panama. Safeguarding the 
Independence of that Isthmian Nation, at the same time it authorizes measures which 
will permit the Army and the Navy to defend properly the Panama Canal. 


The importance of the canal to America as well as to the world is appreciated by 
ny student of international affairs. For the United States, the canal is the connect- 
ng water link between our east and west coasts. It is also a means of communication 
between North and Seuth America and between the former and the Pacific and the Far 
East. Thus, for our trade, its value cannot be overestimated, and as the years roll on 
this value will be found mounting to huge figures. From the point of view of national 
defense and the Monrve Doctrine, the canal &€ priceless. It must be retained in our 
possession, and to insure retention we must be ready with sufficient forces, land and sea, 
to defend it against any power seeking to wrest it from us. Great Britain would fight 
to the last drop to prevent another power controlling the Suez Canal. That canal 
constitutes the passage-way to India, Asia and the Pacific. So must we be ready to 
Sight, if need be, for Panama, which is a route linking us and our possessions and 
tinterests in the Pacific. 


| The time may come when commerce will outgrow the present capacity of the canal. 
iif so an additional set of locks may be built alongside those in use, which would result 
in a capacity four times that now handled. Moredver, there is always the Nicaragua 
route available for construction. Perhaps we may find the Panama Canal will be 
sufficient for all purposes if air routes attain the competition with water routes which 
is predicted. But even admitting that air transportation dees cut heavily into that of 
sea, the fact remains that the canal will always be a strategic necessity to the United 


States and its maintenance in our possession should never be disregarded.

By a Market Expert. 
EADING New York Bank forecasts 
dated August 1: National City Ban‘, 
of New York: 

“The outlook for agriculture and the in 
dustries is reflected in the rise of stocks 
on the New York Stock Exchange, to 
near the high level of last winter. Not- 
withstanding the long period of sustained 
activity, no fundamentally unfavorabk 
factors have appeared, and the conserva 
tive temper prevailing is one of the best 
assurances ugainst the over-exansion 
which is fatal to prosperity. 

“All the familiar indexes give testimony 
to the high level of business. Bank checks 
cashed and railway traffic are exceeding 
corresponding figures for all previous years 
by «a comfortable margin, electric power 
consumption, which has come to be re- 
garded as one of the most trustworthy in- 
dexes of manufacturing activity, continues 
to establish new records, and employment 
conditions have been very satisfactory in 
most sections. The steel industry has had 
one of the best Julys on record in point 
of volume, prices have been firmer, and 
earning statements now coming out for 
the second quarter and the half year make 
a good showing compared with a yeur 
ago With the principal consuming indus- 
tries operating at high levels no imme 
diate reversal of tendencies in this line 
is in prospect.

jectiles since these are safe. The Lake 
Denmark disaster proved this as the ex- 
plosion of the projectiles was caused by 
the heat of the fire, “low-order detona- 
tion.” 

The Navy Board of Inquiry verified it 
when they stated in the findings, ‘That 
there is no evidence of loaded or fused 
projectiles exploding with high-order de- 
tonation.” 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Robin- 
son was right on the job in connection 
with the question of arranging for.a pos- 
sible site for the proposed new Navy Am- 
munition Depot for high explosives, leav- 
ing on the Sylph for Yorktown, Va., with 
Rear Admiral Bloch, U. S. N., as soon as 
the beard’s recommendations were ap 
proved. 

Following the submission of the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Inquiry that 
two depots for “high explosives” be estab- 
lished within 1,000 miles radius of the 
West and East Coasts, it is expected that 
the Secretary of the Navy will shortly di 
rect the General Board to study the sub 
ject and determine the exact location of 
the two proposed depots. 

Its conclusions. undoubtedly will be 
made with the straiegic value of available 
Government sites or available cheap pri- 
vate land as the paramount considera- 
tion. Following a decision by the General 
Board or a special board appointed for the 
purpose, Congress will be asked for author- 
ity and appropriations to carry out the 
plans made. 

Suggestions that these two depots be 
made Army-Navy depots ure not looked on 
with favor in the Navy Department for a 
number of reasons, the chief one being 
the danger of “placing all eggs in one 
basket"
